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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The 35 USC 102(b) rejection of claims 10-13, 15-18. and 28- 
31 by Harada; and the claim objections of claims 10 and 16. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments with regard to the rejection 
over Brosnihan in view of Harada are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that Harada does not disclose an electrical 
generator, examiner disagrees. Harada discloses in paragraphs [01 14] and [0179], for example, that electric power Is supplied from the 
power source. In response to applicant's argument that Harada does not disclose a conduit coupled to an electrical generator, examiner 
disagrees. Harada's hydrogen generator and electrical generator are coupled together by a conduit. The recited term, "conduit," may be 
broadly interpreted to encompass an electrical circuit, for example, to connect the hydrogen and electrical generator. In response to 
applicant's argument that Harada does not disclose a pressure transducer, examiner disagrees. Harada's pressure controller (270) 
properly reads on applicant's recited "pressure transducer" since Harada's pressure controller Is capable of measuring pressure inside the 
oxygen and hydrogen vessel, as disclosed in paragraph [0227]. 
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
